Pretoria, May 8 — The official closin* 
ot the 1899 volkaraad, wblcfa broke up 
uaofBclally in September last, Just took 
ptaee^ The vacant seats ot General 
A»^«rt and General Decocli and dOters 
were filled with flowera. The hall was 
crowded, a large number of ladles be- 
ing present In the prayer of the 
cbaplaiiv an allusion to Oenecal Jou- 
bert ttOTBd many H tears. MMr the 
prayer the raad adjourned to the after- 
noon, when the Bcssion of 1900 was 
Inaugurated. The ceremonies were ac- 
opmpanlod by Uie customary salnte. 
Prsstdettt Kmger arrived in the state 
carriage with the usual escort All 
the diplomatists and foreign attaches, 
including Q«neral Gourke, the Russian 
attache, were present The raadsaal 
was crowded to Its tallest capacity, and 
the scene was most Impressive. 
- President Kruger, In his speech 
opening the session, alluded feelingly 
to the vacancies. Referring (o General 
Joobert, be said: "Putnre geiiaratlens 
will be able to Judge the work of the 
deceased, whose demeanor Inspired the 
enemy with respect and whose humane 
and brave conduct gave tame and im- 
portance to the state amoi« dvlHsed 
nations." 

He was profoundly struck, he said, 
by the proof of sincere friendship given 
by the people ot the Free State, who 
had tatlHled their obligations «e the 
Transvaal under the treaty. They re- 
alized that a united front was requirnl 
as an attack upon the Independence of 
tbv Transvaal meant a threat against 
th» Frse fitaie. He had Implicit con* 
fldenoe on the tatuM «f the AMkMdsr 
nation. 

By deeds, the Free State had shown, 
the president declared, ar goo^ ezam> 
pie to the people dt the Trinsraal, 

which had proved of great moral value 
to those guiding the efforts of a small 
state to maintain its independence. 
Ht iras pleased to sax that the rel»- 
tlm of (he Transvaal with tlie for- 
einf states, with the exwptlon dt 
Qreat Britain, were good. 

After referring to the peace propos- 
als of the presidents of both republics 
to Lord Salisbury, President Kruger 
Bald: "We have proved by legislation 
and our doolings with (Jreat Britain 
last yeacr that It was our desire to pre- 
serve peace, and now that war has 
broken out, we will do everything to 
restore peace." 

After alluding to the deputation now 
on a miasion to Europe and the United 
States, and the presence of so many 
attaches, proving the Intense Interest 
of the powers in the republics and to 
their methods of fighting, he said he 
was pleased to see that the sympathy 
o|(.tiie world was on their side in the 
wur. that ambulances had been sent, 
and that their friends were united In 
doing everything to alleviate the dis- 
iMSS caused by the struggle. 

After reference to the alleged viola- 
tions of the Red Cross and to protasis 
of foreign powers. President Kruger 
continued: "Notwithstanding the diffi- 
cult circumstances, I am glad to say 
that our finances wiH enaible aa to bear 
the great expense et the war, and that 
the mines are flourishing." 

The president concluded with a refer- 
ence |o the Free State Loan and sug- 
gtMrted that the session be not pro- 
Kinged, and that «nly niatters ot im- 
portance be dealt with. In a moving 
peroration be Invoked the blessing and 
hatp o^)mlghty. 

The proceedings terminated with vs* 
niuiily teVMHlv« speooh*^ iflM^ W- 
ers. Fifty out of a total of «0 legisla- 
tors were preeent, several ot them still 
■ofMUf trtin wounda.

sentation at General Conference. 
.Ch)ca|0»t Hay 8.— At the session of 
the llefhftMst BplscopaJ quadreinial 

conference the report of the special 
cozamittee, couflrming the recent ac- 
tion of the general, conference in grant- 
ing equal Uqr and ministerial represen- 
tation at an general conterenoes, but. 
except under special provision, exslud- 
ing laymen from all annual confer- 
•nces, was adaflid after a hot debate. 
Bishop Warren presented the report of 
the committee, which was appointed 
four years ago to rOTiM the Organic 
law Of the church. , 

Impettint ohanges w«r« also made 
in the method ot balloting on certain 
questions. The main provisions were 
as follows: The ministerial and lay 
delegates shall deliberate together as 
one body. They will also vote to- 
gether as one body with the tollowing 
exceptions: 

(A) . — On every question which pro 
poses a change in the discipline in the 
dlsdlOUie tii«y ihtOl T«t* s^'arately. 

(B) .— They shall rota separately o:i 
any other question when requested by 
one-third of either ordsr Ot -dolegatcs 
present and voting. 

(C) .— In a^-OMSii ot sipariite voting 
it shall require the concurrence of the 
two orders to adopt the proposed 
measure, except that for changes of the 
constitution a vote of two-thirds of 
the genoMl oonfsrsnee shall bo suffi 
dent 

Another important change adopted 
provides that traveling preachers shall 
be organized by the general conference 
into annual conterencea, the sessions 
ot which they; an ra«nlred to attend. 

In opposition to fhO exclusion of the 
laymen from annual conferences, 
speeches were made by Dr. J. M. Buck- 
ley and Dr. B. Lee. ▲ motion to 
reconsid^ WM lost bar a ium ma- 
jority. 

It was formally decided that the be- 
ginning of elections be made the order 
of the day for May 14, and that they be 
taken up In the same order as at the 
previous conference — bishops first edi- 
Ifirs second, and bo on down to the 
minor officials. R was alM resolved 
to adjourn stne die oil Tnsitey, ttfty 29.

New York, May 8.— A conference of

49, Knights of Labor; District Assem- 
bly 75 and 220 of Brooklyn, the Cen- 
tral Federated union, and the Central 
Labor union of p^ppfclyn waa belcf in 
this city to devise means to secure leg- 
Islalion to restrict immigration and to 
amend the Chinese exclusion act so as 
to Include Japan in its pjovislons. Del- 
egate William Allen of District Assem- 
bly 49 said that the objeot «f the con- 
ference was to see what could be done 
to restrict the immense immigration 
that wa.s pouring io. He then submit- 
ted a rough draft of a proposed bill.

Crowds of Rypathizers I'revrnt the 
Transit Company From Run* 

■ ned Vp. 



St Louis, May 8. — Practically every 
streetcar line in St Louis was tied up 
by a strike ot 8,826 -employes ot the 
St. Louis Transit company. 

In the riots Uiat followed John 
Koliring, a boy, was shot and wounded, 
and a niotormau and a lady passenger 
were badly injured by flying missiles. 

The Suburban line, the only line In 
the etty ttot % part of tiie extealiive 
St. Ix)uls Transit company's system, 
ran cars for several hours, but was 
finally compelled to shut down, as their 
men were pulled off the cars by strik- 
ers at DeHodiamont and in the down- 
town sections of the city. The St. 
Louis Transit company employes alto- 
gether 3,600 men, most of whom belong 
to the Amalgamated Association of 
Streetcar Employes. 

All but 275 of the men. It Is esti- 
mated, are out The men who remained 
with the company took out a number 
of cars on the Park avenue division 
of the Lindell Mne, which mns past the 
Union station. This led to frequent 
riots at different points on the line, 
where strikers attempted and, in some 
cases, succeeded in stopping the cars. 

One car on each ot the lines con- 
verging on Washington avenue were 
run out. Four cars got out down town 
as tar as Sixth street, but only one 
want around the loop. All were at- 
tacked by a mob ot men and boys on 
Washington, at Fourth and Fifth 
streets, who threw sticks and stones. 
Several windows were broken, and the 
motormen and conductors were injured 
by flying missiles. A riot call was 
turene<l in at 8 a. m., and a wagon load 
of policemen turned out to restore or- 
der, but their efforts were In vain. 

A motorman was badly injured by a 
brick, which struck him In the face. 
He left his car and ran into a saloon 
for protection. Almost at the same 
time a young woman, who was a pas- 
senger in the car, was struck on the 
head and badly Injured by a sharp 
stone that crashed through the car 
window. Finally the motorman re- 
turned and amid a shower of stones 
and mud Succeeded |n getting his car 
away from the crowd. * 

John Kohring, a 16-year-old boy, 
who was in a crowd on Park avenue, 
was shot and seciously wounded by 
Conductor George MeCIellan, In charge 
of a car on the Park avenue division. 
The boy was removed to the City hos- 
pital, and McClellan waa arrested. 

At 'several points along the Park 
avenue division erowds nsssmbled 
early. At first they contented them- 
selves with Jeering the nonunion con 
(Juctors and motormen. but about 8 
a. m. they began to throw mud and 
etotfta, and pull the loyal employes 
from the cars. Police were called to 
Eighteenth street and Park avenue and 
Broadway aUd Washington avenue, the 
latter in the down-town retail district, 
to disperse the crowds gathered there. 

At Park and Jefferson avenues, 
where two lines cross, a crowd of strik- 
ers gathered at 7:30 a. m. and attempt- 
ed to stop three cars on the Park av- 
enue division fefy puttfaig heavy stones 
on the track. A squad ot poUce arrest- 
ed Charles Doyle, but the mob attacked 
the officers and released him. Doyls 
was iMlly Dsenpinrod aad, tnhaa to 
the Park avenue police station fol- 
lowed by a great crowd. 

Ten cars on the same division were 
btoched at Park avenue and Nebraska 
stiwst *r m oropd of MO strikers and 
aympsAlases, wiw puMu d down the 
trolleys and cut the ropes. SevAil 
hnndred strikers at Mississippi and 
Park avenues attacked paAsing Mrs 
with sticks and ctonas. The cars were 
loaded with men and women, «nd al- 
though several windows were broken, 
nobody was seriously hurt. 

As far as can be learned, 3,300 of the 
8,600 men employed by the St Louis 
Transit company are out. 

The strike is reported to have seri- 
oosly interfered with the collection and 
delivery of tho mnlla. Six United 
States postal ears were tied up. Bach 
makes seven trips dally, and Oovers a 
total of 100 miles. They bring the 
mails from all sections of the city. 
Forty substations receive the delivery, 

PostnuHiter Baumhoff aaid: "I seie 
DO bmA ot aeilni hactHy In the'prem- 
laea, but the malls will be delivered 
on time or some one will hear 
from aa." 

The salient faatures of the men's de- 
mands, which tbs Transit company re* 



fused to grant, are briefly aa ^(rilpwn: 
That all conductors, motormen, grip- 
men and all men employed In the sheds 
shall be compelled to be members of 
the union; that the officers of the 
nnkm, together with ofllcers'«f the 
oompany, wA All have power to adjust 
all differences that may arise, and that 
in the event of their falling to agree 
ahall, if mutually agreed to, place thn 
case before three arbitrators. That any 
member suspended by the onion shall 
be suspended by the company, with- 
out pay, until such time as the union 
requests his reinstatement 

"That any man eledtsd to an oflloe 
in the union requirittg his absenee, tor 

not more than a year, shall, upon hi? 
retirement from bis office, have his old 
place with the r«mpany." 



AH O BDEB I8 8TTED 

Formally Dlseoatfaiulng Strike of 
Telegraphers on Bonthsra. 

Atbmta, May 8.— President W. V. 
Powell of the Order of Railway Tele- 
graphers has issued an order formally 
dlsoontlnuing the strike ot the Soutb- 
em railway telegraphers, declared 
April 13, 1900. In his statement Pres- 
ident Powell announces the decision of 
I'M officers of the order regarding the 
strike. He states that Uie triegraphers 
can apply to the Southern for employ- 
ment without being considered by the 
order as scabs, but advises them not 
to do BO. He says: "It is to be re- 
gretted that some of the purposes for 
which the strike was Inaugurated are 
not entirely successful. Had all ot the 
membership of the organization, and 
those who agreed to support it in this 
struggle remained loyal to the cause, 
It would have been possible to give you 
the notice of a complete victory." 

President Powell a.sserts that while 
the strike controversy la ended, the 
boycott tsatnre on the Sonthera will 
be continued by the order.

Peorta, Ills., May 8.— The Republican 

state convention was calUnl to order at 
11:05 a. m. by Chairman Kannells of 
the Republican state central commit- 
tee. After prayer by the Rev. John 
Favnie Chalnnan Rannelia announced 
that in accordance with the long es- 
tablished custom the Republican state 
central committee had directed him to 
name the Hon. J. M. Brown of Vssk- 
daHa is temporary dudnum, and kt 
called for other nominations. 

Brown was understood to be the 
choice of the faction headed by Gov- 
ernor Tanner, and favoring the nom- 
ination for governor of Judge Hancsr 
of Chicago. 

S. H. Bethea, on behalf of the Cullom 
faction, nominated Charles G. DaWQS. 
He demanded a rollcall by counties, 
and Chairman Rannells directed the 
secretary to call the roll. 

The result of the vote for temporary 
chairman was a victory for the anti- 
Tanner faction, Dawes getting 783 
votes and Brown 720. 

G. W. Peters was elected temporary 
secretary and David S. Hannan as- 
sistant. 

Prolonged cheers greeted the result 
Chairman Dawes was Introduced and 

addressed the convention. Tie dis- 
cussed trusts, declaring the question 
a political one. The only difficulty be* 
tween parties on this subject would 
be as to Che motive of the remedy. 
L.iws should be passed to protect the 
public against extortion and unjust 
discrimination. The election of Dawes 
is regarded as signifying the probable 
nomination ot Reeves f»r governor. 

Fvpwiitts at Monz Falls. 

Sioux Falls. 8. D., May 8.— The Ne- 
braska delegation to the Populist con- 
vention have arrived. It was the first 
complete state delegation to reach the 
convention etty. They came on a Bpe> 
dal train, having left Omaha after at- 
tending the Cooper dinner, and they 
came with banner.s flying and shouting 
for Bryan. Other delegations are ex- 
pected soon. The sklaa have cleared, 
and the prospect Is now for ideal 
weather for the convention. The big 
tent withstood the storm for the past 
few days, and la reported to have per- 
fectly protected the q»aee under It 
Populist leaders here profess not to be 
concerned over the possible nomination 
of Mr. Donnelly at Cincinnati, claim- 
ing that whoever the nominee may be 
be will not receive a vota that #111 tta 
appreciable' In else.

Cincinnati, May 8.— Delegates to the 
national convention of the national 
MIddle-of-tbe-Road Populists, which 
wiU be held In this dty on Wednesday, 
began to wear a business air. Whar- 
ton Barker of Pennsylvania and Igna- 
tius Donnelly of Minnesota are both on 
the ground, making their headquarters 
at the DennlBon hotel. T^e Texas del- 
egation ot over 60 men arrived, and 
this gives rise to predictions on the 
part of J. A. Parker, secretary of the 
national committee, that no less than 
600 delegates will ba In their seats 
when Chairman Deaver calls for order. 
Little was heard regarding the plan on 
the part of some of the Minnesota Rel- 
egates to promote Mr. Donnelly for 
the preslder nominee. That such a 
plan has been made was not denied. 

^ May Work a Hardship. 
Paris, May 8.— Should the Treoch 

officials hold to the strict letter of the 
decision to permit no installation of 
exhibits after next Saturday, the effect 
on the laborers ot many oottntriaa and 
private exhibitors will be disastrous, 
although the date is a month after the 
formal opening. The inatallatloo Is as 
yet far from complete, and many cars 
filled with exhibits, some ot them 
American, are still witliout the 
grounds. America will suffer lees than 
other countries, but the action of ^a 
French officials will still be a har^UUp.

Dry, cold weather jvrevaileJ until the 
iMt of the week when the tiemperature 
roM, the week doaliig with warmer, 
showery weather. On the morning of 
the 4tb froata wore quite general over 
the State, ezoepi 1b the eztfeme weatern 
portion ; in the central and eaatera por- 
tions some tender vegetabiea were in- 
jorad, b'Jt the damage was not import- 
ant No damage of any importance oc- 
curred to the fruit crop from the frosts. 
It waa too cold and dry for crops to make 
much progreea, but the/ are atUl in good 
condition and the ahowera and warmer 
weather at ttie close of the week will put 
everything ahead rapidly. Excellent 
prograaa waa made in term work dorins 
the week and is now well up. 

Wheat is still in &ne condition. Corn 
ia ooming ap alowlyi and baa not advanc- 
ed much except in the waat portion. To- 
bacco plants have not done well, and in 
same localitlts have been atkraoted by in- 
sects. Potato bugs are numerous. Oats, 
are looking poorly and will make only a 
light crop in many localties. Uardens 
were at a atandatill -daring the week. 
Grass and clover made very little prog- 
ress in the central and eastern portions, 
but did betlar in the western^ The fruit 
crop bfda fkir for a good yield, ibtraw- 
berries are expected to be Itldylw mar- 
ket by the 12th to 16th.
